Many peopie make the futal mistake 
of expecting alfalfa tou do well on soils 
that ure not fit properly to produce 
any kind of crop, says Bulletin 36 of 
tne Purdue university (Indiana) sta- 
tion. There is just as mucb need of 
care in selecting and preparing soils 
for alfalfa us for any other crop and 
probubly more because of its deep 





rooting habits and lurge plant food re- i 


quirements. 

Deep, loumy soils with open subsoils 
are undoubtedly best for alfalfa, but 
there is plenty of evidence to show 
that It may be successfully produced 
ou ulmost any type of soil, from light 
sundy or gravelly loams and peats or 
mucks to beavy clays, provided that it 
is well drained, sweet and properly 
supplied with organic matter and avall-

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DOUBLE YOUR EGG CROP. 


Use of the Trap Nest May Do the 
Trick—Right Mating Necessary. 
In Farm and Vireside a contributor 

that poultry raisers can 

eally double their egg production if they 
persistently use the trap nest. Follow- 
ing is an extract from his article: 

“Por the benetit of those who are not 
acquainted with the trap nest I will 
explain in detail its purpose. The trap 
nest is a nest so contrived that when 
the hen enters she springs a ‘trap’ 
which closes the door and bolds her 
captive until she is released by the 
itrendant. The nest is of sufficient 
size to allow the ben plenty of space 
to move nround in or she would be 
apt to break the egg. 

“By taking the hens of highest trap

males descended from heavy layers 


you will Jay the foundation of a good 
strain of heavy layers. By careful 
trap nest culling and with the same 
care in breeding, year after year, you 
will build your tlock up to a bigh state 
of efficiency. 

“It is not at all uncommon for flocks 
that are trap nested tu average 180 
eggs per hen per year. At the same 
time these flocks not infrequently con- 
tain individuals that have a record of 
200 to 230 eggs each per year. 

“The latest figures at hand from the 
department of agriculture declare that 
the average farm hen Jays Jess than 
eighty eggs per year. Sixty eggs per 
ben per year would probably be over- 
estimating the average uncared for 
farm hen. At any rate, the grent differ- 
ence between 200 to 239 eggs and sixty 
or eighty eggs is enougb to think abuut 
sserjuusly.”
